Technicians then
performed a final spin-balance test of the
entire flight stack on Saturday. After de-
integration, the upper stage will be trans[
ported to the Pegasus launch vehicle han[]J
gar Tuesday. The IBEX spacecraft will be
moved there Wednesday.
